The Chain cents were the 
first coins produced at the young Philadelphia Mint after construction was 
completed in 1792. Actual coinage had to wait until equipment was in place 
and other issues taken care of. Approximately 6,300 pounds of copper scrap 
had already been acquired during the latter months of 1792. This was 
enough to produce over 200,000 large cents. Once all was ready, a small pro- 
duction of just 36,103 Chain cents was produced in late February and early 


March of that year with deliveries taking place during the first 12 days of 


March. Walter Breen stated that coinage halted for lack of blanks, suggesting 
that the available copper had not yet been made into planchets, or that much 
of it was used for other purposes. Although not applicable in 1793, some 
copper was necessarily used as alloy for silver and gold that was deposited 


over the next few years and beyond. 


The surfaces are a deep brown color overall with somewhat lighter brown 
accents over the devices. Numerous small abrasions and cuts are scattered 
about, as well as some adjustment-like file on the reverse, but there is no evi- 
dence of porosity or corrosion, as often seen on these early copper coins. Per- 
haps the best feature of this coin is the remarkably sharp definition - even the 
legends on the reverse are clearly defined.

In this later die state there is a large lumpy 
rim break in front of the drapery, on this example about seven millimeters 
long from end to end. There is obvious bulging in the left obverse field from 
the die crack from the lowest curl, here only faintly visible.

Secretary Chase concurred, but stipulated that the motto 
GOD OUR TRUST be changed to IN GOD WE TRUST. This wording 
was evidently influenced by the motto of Chase’s alma mater, Brown Uni- 
versity, IN DEO SPERAMUS, ‘In God we hope.’ Pollock’s proposal was 
written into the pending Mint Bill, which became law April 22, 1864.”

This design was coined for only two 
years, 1796 to 1797, with a total mintage of 3,918 pieces. Of this extremely limited production, there are perhaps 150 to 200 survivors, most in well circulated 
grades. Just four die marriages are known for the type, two for each of the dates of production. 


O-101a is perhaps the most interesting variety, because the reverse die eventually disintegrates into a web of interlaced die cracks. On the present example, the 
obverse is nearly perfect aside from a thin, barely noticeable crack from the rim through the second star to a curl. The reverse, however, has more die cracks, but 
not approaching its terminal state: 10 o'clock to the wing, the T in STATES to the eagle's neck, beside the 1 in the fraction, plus a pair of cracks from the O in 


OF. 


Liberty's cheek and shoulder have moderate wear, as does the eagle’s breast, but the wings and hair curls still retain considerable definition. This steel-gray piece 
is essentially unmarked aside from a pair of inconspicuous abrasions near Liberty's chin in the right obverse field, and a small mark between stars 1 and 2.

Although the horse was originally purchased by Jackson as a gift for his wife 
and initially named “Fancy,” this name was short-lived. Jackson decided to 
keep the horse, and it was universally known as “Little Sorrel.” Jackson died 
as a result of “friendly fire,” a euphemism for being killed by your own troops. 
He was shot at Chancellorsville on May 2, 1863, by an unknown member or 
members of the 18th North Carolina Infantry Regiment. Little Sorrel died in 
March 1886, at the age of 36, and his mounted hide is now on display in the 
Virginia Military Institute Museum in Lexington, Virginia.

War medalsAll apparently related to Jonathan Letterman M.D. SURGEON UNITED STATES ARMY AND MEDICAL. DIRECTOR OF THE ARMY OP 
THE POTOMAC, Dr. Letterman known as the “Father of Modern Battlefield Medicine” was responsible for establishing a system of front-line care and ambu- 
lances that enabled the immediate and sanitary care of tens of thousands of Union and Confederate servicemen. His innovations in the medical care of battlefield 
wounded are still in use today. The group of medals is accompanied by the original presentation case. The case having an applied silver medallion featuring the 
bust of President Abraham Lincoln, and testimonial including the following text;” In aid of the Special Field Corps 1864”. The interior of the case with an addi- 
tional applied and engraved medallion including the following text “Metropolitan Fair, U.S. Sanitary Commission” The primary medal of importance in this 
group is hung from an embroidered, leather backed ribbon. The medal is pure silver and measures 3” iri diameter with the bust of President Lincoln on the obverse 
and seal of the U.S. Sanitary Commission on the reverse. The medal has raised lettering states in part, “Dedication Nov. 19th 1863 Gettysburg Ceremonies, For 
services rendered in the field of battle, field relief corps Army Of The Potomac” It is also engraved along the edge in script, “Dr. Jon A Letterman M.D. Medical 
Field Efficiency Nov. 19th 1863, Gettysburg, PA” The leather ribbon has notes written directly upon it stating that the medal was given to Dr. Letterman by 
Lincoln himself. The corresponding medals include 1 Bronze Indian Peace Medal, Abraham Lincoln variety, 6 pure silver variously stamped and engraved medals 
and 9 copper or bronze medals with varied stampings. No two are alike, all variations of Sanitation Commission and Peace Medals. Many with reference to spe- 
cific units or heroic individuals of the war such as John Gibbon of the Black Hats Cavalry, Judaica related medals from Brooklyn, Thomas Wiseman, Reverend 
Knapp, 34th Regiment Mountain Infantry, one dated June 20th 1864 with other stampings. One of the medals in the collection seems to be a trial strike on lead. 
This is an extraordinary collection of historical importance.

Flowing Hair Dollars 





1795. 2 leaves beneath each wing. NGC graded MS-63. B-1, BB-21, R.1. This is a remarkable coin that any numismatist will appreciate for the lustrous fields 
and exceptional surfaces. The strike is fairly sharp for this variety, although we note some softness on the upper curls of Liberty and on the eagle's breast feathers. 
There are no disturbing adjustment marks or nicks worthy of note, and it is simply amazing that any Flowing Hair silver dollar could still look this nice after 211 
years. We note medium gray-gold over most of the surfaces, with subtle olive and pink accents. The centering is virtually perfect, and the quality of manufacture 
is simply as good as one could hope to find in a Flowing Hair dollar. 


The new dollar coining press was set up in 1795, and the current flowing hair design required more press power than was available to really bring up all the finer 
details of these dies. Late in 1795, the designs of the coins were changed, not because of the striking issues, but because people didn't like the owing hair ren- 
dering of Liberty. The design change was authorized and the Philadelphia Mint engaged the famous portrait artist Gilbert Stuart to redesign the silver dollar. Stu- 
art's drawings of Liberty are thought to have come from a portrait of Ann Willing, a Philadelphia socialite, and one of the most beautiful women in that city. Lib- 
erty was given a hair ribbon to tie some of her hair behind her head, and draped in a lovely gown. The eagle on the reverse was framed within a wreath of palm 
and olive branches, and given a smaller, more compact appearance. These new designs were a hit, and were quickly adopted on all United States silver coinage 
(obverse and reverse) and copper coinage (reverse). After a few more years in 1798 the Small Eagle reverse design was replaced with a new reverse style which was 
loosely copied from the Great Seal of the United States by Mint Engraver Robert Scot. Therefore, this Flowing Hair 1795 silver dollar became a very short-lived 
type coin, and today remains one of the most popular of all Bust dollar designs. The free owing hair of Liberty and the proud eagle with outstretched wings 
symbolize the newfound freedom enjoyed by the new United States of America, and this coin seems to capture that fleeting moment in our history when our 
country was yet so young. Liberty's upward gaze is filled with hope, and her youthful exuberance is wonderfully captured by the early mint engraver. An excep-

On the obverse, Liberty's lowest hair curl is nearly closed, and touch- 
es Star 1. The 7 in the date has been recut over a previous number 1. 


Late in 1795, the designs of the Flowing Hair coins were changed, not because of striking issues, but because people didn’t like the rendering of Liberty. The 
design change was authorized and the Philadelphia Mint engaged the famous portrait artist Gilbert Stuart to redesign the silver dollar. These new designs were a 
hit, and were quickly adopted on all United States silver coinage (obverse and reverse) and copper coinage (reverse). After a few more years the Small Eagle reverse 
design was replaced with a new reverse style which was loosely copied from the Great Seal of the United States. Therefore, this Flowing Hair 1795 silver dollar 
became a very short-lived type coin, and today remains one of the most popular of all Bust dollar designs. 


This coin stands just under the Condition Census for the variety. It is an exceptionally pleasing piece that any numismatist will appreciate for its smooth fields 
and well preserved surfaces. The strike is generally sharp, but slight softness of detail is noted on the eagle's breast feathers and left (facing) leg. Many of these 
early dollars we have seen exhibit adjustment marks that result from a mint employee filing off excess metal from an overweight planchet. This piece is curious- 
ly free of these often-seen marks. Both sides are originally toned in soft dove-gray shades with accents of pale mottled olive. A couple of small abrasions are noted:

New regulations did force the bullion depos- 
itor to export an additional number of coins, but a great many still wound | 
up at home. 


Toward the end of 1877, for all practical purposes, the coinage of trade dol- 
lars was stopped, but great political pressure was brought to bear on Treasury 7 
officials, who caved in. For a short time in 1878 heavy coinage resumed at 
San Francisco (see above mintage figure), but in early April they were halted 
for good. After that only Proof coins were made for collectors (#7048)

1876. PCGS graded Proof 65 Deep Cameo. The 1875 and 1876 are perhaps the most widely recognized rarities in the three dollar gold series, save, of course, 
for the unique 1870-S. This is because both of the latter dates were produced solely in proof format. The 1876 has a paltry original mintage of 45 pieces, with 
just 25-30 coins believed extant (per Breen, 1988, who also states that at least seven examples are impaired). Interestingly, the 1876 is not as rare as the proof 
1861, 1874, or 1878, but the lack of a business strike 1876 three dollar explains the higher profile of the present issue. One of the finest of only a handful of 
Deep Cameo survivors certified, this orange-gold coin is deeply mirrored in the fields. The fully struck devices are richly frosted with no distracting blemishes. 
Close examination reveals no mentionable pedigree markers on the obverse, one tiny line is noted at the upper left portion of the 3 on the reverse to help aid in 
future identification.

1879. Flowing hair. PCGS graded Proof 62 Cameo. A $4 denomination, one of the strangest ever proposed by the United States government, came about as 
interest in a gold coin for use internationally gained advocates in 1879. Both of the Mint’ engravers were set the task of designing a new coin for the four-dol- 
lar gold piece or “Stella”. Charles Barber's beautiful rendition employs a flowing hair motif, while George Morgan used a coiled hair design for Liberty. More than 
400 of these Barber flowing hair coins were struck in 1879 (Morgan's coiled hair coins saw smaller production runs in the neighborhood of 15-25 coins). An 
issue that was raised in both the David Akers’ text on $4 gold coinage and the entry in Walter Breen’s Encyclopedia concerns restrikes of this issue. On the flow- 
ing hair coins, many show adjustment marks on the obverse of coins that are generally supposed to have been struck in 1880. This piece is a bit softly struck over 
the ear as are all examples of this issue, although the clear hair separation should attract bidders attention. There also are often numerous very light “adjustment 
marks” on the figure of Liberty, marks that those schooled in the techniques of mint manufacturing processes more accurately described as roller marks rather 
than actual adjustment to lighten the weight of the planchet. However, in examining the few 1 879 flowing hair pieces which we have been privileged to offer, 
there is little convincing evidence, and no historical record in our opinion to prove any contention that these were restrikes from 1880. The fields on this out- 
standing frosted piece reveal thin hairlines on each side when closely inspected and there are a few tiny marks in the field around the portrait. But the major design 
is refreshingly bold for the type including excellent central hair definition. Furthermore, the fields glow and sparkle with true “proof” mirrors, suggesting an even 
higher standard than a more typical Proof 62 specimen of this rarity.

1879. Flowing Hair. NGC graded Proof 60. One of the most popular and endearing patterns ever issued by the Philadelphia Mint. As seen on virtually all 
known examples of this issue, there are faint striation lines crossing Liberty's cheek and hair. These were the result of the planchet preparation process and were 
caused by the rollers used to squeeze the gold ingots into long strips for cutting out the planchets. Normally, these roller marks would be eliminated during the 
striking process, but on these stellas virtually all show some evidence of these faint lines. The exact same scenario is found on S-mint Barber coinage for many 
years, with similar lines crossing Liberty's face. This is the only generally available stella, from a mintage variously registered from 415 to slightly over 700. Of 
course, the term—available—is relative, and in comparison to demand for such pieces, coins of this quality are indeed rare. The actual number produced, in 1879 
and 1880, is thought to be somewhat greater. These coins are known in two different alloys; the standard alloy is 90% gold and 10% copper, and also in the met- 
ric alloy which is 85.71% gold, 4.29% silver, and 10% copper. The specific alloy of this coin is unknown, nor is the alloy generally given in other auction descrip- 
tions, as it would require elemental analysis. The point seems to be moot. The obverse has a large date logotype, the digit 1 is slightly high, and the entire logo- 
type is slightly curved. The reverse die has the D in UNITED doubled, the original placement slightly above the final position. This obverse die and the similar 
Flowing Hair die of 1880 were both designed by Charles Barber, while the much rarer Coiled Hair obverse dies of 1879 and 1880 were designed by George T. 

Morgan. It is not known who engraved the reverse die, which was used to coin all the 1879 and 1880 stellas. The regal beauty of this curious denomination has 
kept demand very high for an attractive example, such as the coin offered here, and many numismatists have long desired to own such a prize. However, the price 

of ownership seems to continue to outpace all but those who greatly desire and can afford the cost required to secure an example. Here is an opportunity for yet

The mintages of the $10 coins were small because little demand existed domes- 
tically for eagles. The first United States Mint struck coins to order, for the most part. Bankers and others deposited silver and gold with the Mint, which the Mint’s work- 
ers turned into coinage and then delivered to the owners of the precious metals. Those depositing gold with the Mint in those first years has a preference for the more con- 
venient $5 half eagles to the $10 eagles, ordering more of the smaller denomination than the larger. As best as we can understand, the eagle was too large for small trans- 
actions but too small for convenient transportation or storage of large sums. Many 1795-1804 eagles were exported. Striking gold eagles that were only going to be export- 
ed or melted was wasteful of the Mint’s production capacity. Production of this denomination ceased in 1804, possibly under the orders of President Jefferson. The halt in 
production for the gold eagle proved more than momentary. It wouldn't be struck for circulation again until 1838, at the second Philadelphia Mint. The surfaces of this 
specimen are smooth, brilliant and quite well struck with all key areas sharp; the fields are somewhat reflective with Liberty and the eagle lustrous and satiny. Overall, the 
details are superlative, with some weakness evident on the high points of the hair and eagle’s breast. The photos above can provide a wealth of information on other details,

Relief Saint-Gaudens double eagles, and his reply was that was all that he could find. Although many of the 11,250 pieces struck have survived to this day in 
Uncirculated grades, the demand for this issue is insatiable. Not only does it represent the highest quality United States coinage, in terms of artistic achievement, 
but its historical importance is of the greatest significance. By personally intervening in the design and production of the High Reliefs, and by enlisting the pre- 
eminent sculptor of the day, Augustus Saint-Gaudens, President Theodore Roosevelt set an important precedent for coin design. The Lincoln cent, Buffalo nick- 
el, Mercury dime, Standing Liberty quarter, and Walking Liberty half eventually followed, all of which departed from the comparatively staid and unimaginative 
designs that had previously originated from the Mint engravers. The so-called Wire Rim variant is actually a result of extruded metal that squeezed between the 
obverse/reverse die and the collar. It is rarely seen as a uniform finish around each side. It was viewed by Mint workers in 1907 as a flaw and an impediment to 
the commercial usage of these coins (i.e. “they won't stack properly” as was said by bankers of the day). The Mint responded to this criticism by striking the last 
20% or so of the production run without any trace of a wire rim—the so-called Flat Rim variant of the High Relief. Since it was not considered a part of the 
design of the coin or even a desirable outcome by Mint officials, the wire rim is usually only partially seen around each side. This PCGS certified Superb Gem 
offers bidders the opportunity to acquire what is certainly one of the most desirable High Relief double eagles extant. The lively orange-gold color is evenly dis- 
tributed and unquestionably original.

Christopher Bechtler, ONE DOLLAR CAROLINA, 28 gr. N Reversed.

Hawaii Lot of Hub Impressions from Original 1883 Dies. THE HIGHLY IMPORTANT SET OF HAWAIIAN HUB TRIALS SAID TO HAVE BEEN 
OWNED BY CHARLES BARBER BELIEVED UNIQUE. The complete set of ten uniface obverse and reverse hub trials struck in bronze for the 1883 coinage 
of Hawaii is believed to be unique. The existence of the set has been well-known and published for over forty-five years: Maurice Gould and Kenneth Bressett 
referred to their pioneering 1960 Catalogue of Hawaiian Coins, Tokens and Paper Money [1961]; later, Gordon Medcalf and Robert Fong noted it in their Hawai- 
ian Money and Medals [1967]; and later still its existence has been noted by Donald Medcalf and Ronald Russell, in their essential Standard Catalogue of Hawai- 
ian Money: A set of hub impressions exists. [p. 41, 1991 edition]. 


Additionally, the consignor has supplied to Superior Galleries a copy of a letter to Gordon Medcalf and Robert Fong [September 29, 1972] which refers to the 
currently offered lot, and notes that the set had previously been acquired from Mel Kane in 1957. 


Prior to that it has been suggested that the set was within the extraordinary numismatic cache left by Charles Barber on his death in 1917. And indeed, it is pre- 
cisely this type of item that Barber found appealing. Many of the original papers of Charles Barber were given to the National Coin Collection at the Smithson- 
ian Institution by Stack's; simultaneously copies were made and deposited with both the American Numismatic Society and American Numismatic Association 
libraries. In "The Personal Notebooks of Charles Barber’, it is noted that he owned a set of Hawaiian coins, but there is nothing to indicate what form this set 
took. But the existence of a second set has never even been rumored. 


Claus Spreckels was born in Lamstedt, Germany in 1828, and came to the United States twenty years later where he worked in a grocery in Charleston, South 
Carolina. Spreckels was a man of talent, vision, and lofty ambitions: by 1855 he owned his own grocery in New York, and soon cast his eye west. Although the 
headiest days of California Gold Rush had passed, there was still money to be made. In fact, more men made lasting fortunes from providing supplies to the forty- 
niners than those who submitted to the backbreaking work in the goldfields. By 1856 he had bought out his brother's grocery business, and by 1857 (the same 
year that what was to become the SS Central America's last gold shipment set sail for Panama), he had established the Albany Brewery in San Francisco. Spreck- 
els soon advanced from hops to sugar and opened a sugar refinery. He quickly realized he didn't fully understand the business, and after two years sold out. He 
then traveled to Europe to learn the sugar beet refining business from the ground up as a workman. When he returned to California a few years later, he estab- 


lished the California Sugar Refining Company. 


Sugar was a burgeoning industry in Hawaii at the time, and was soon to replace the fading sandalwood and the shattered whaling industries as a primary source 
of revenue. The relaxation of land ownership laws in the late 1840s permitted private ownership, and speculators (primarily from the mainland) rushed in to fill 
the void. As recently as 25 years ago, 97% of Hawaii's real estate was owned by only 40 individuals. 


Hawaii's trade pact with the United States, negotiated by King Kalakaua while in Washington D.C. from the Grant Administration in 1875, and signed in 1876, 
effectively provided Hawaii with the most favored trade status over sugar. Spreckels recognized the potential threat to his California sugar business and headed to 
the islands. First, he bought half of 1877 sugar crop before the prices soared, and then began to purchase thousands of acres of arid land on Maui. His next chal- 
lenge would be acquiring the water rights to irrigate the land. Although Spreckels all but had an agreement worked out with the government, his impatience 
with bureaucracy brought him to his poker playing buddy: King Kalakaua I. Born David Kalakaua in 1836 to Hawaiian nobility, he worked his way up through 
the ranks of the Hawaiian government and became the leader of the 'Young Hawaiians’ whose ironically prescient motto was, 'Hawaii for the Hawaiians.’ He was 
elected King in 1874. Well-traveled and educated, Kalakaua I actively encouraged a revival of Hawaiian culture (including the hula). He enjoyed his poker games, 
and it is said that at one of these games Spreckels influenced the King into backing his proposals. Eventually, a 30 mile ditch system was built which brought as 
much as 50 million gallons of water a day to Spreckels land. By 1882 he was shipping 24 tons of sugar to the mainland. 


Over time, Spreckels became one of the King's intimates, and newspapers referred to him as 'the power behind the throne’ and as 'His Majesty Spreckels.’ 


THE COINS: UA MAU KE EA O KA AINA I KA PONO As Hawaii's economy boomed, the entrepreneurial Spreckels soon suggested to Kalakaua that a 
coin bearing his likeness be struck. Undoubtedly the suggestion appealed to the King's vanity and Spreckels, acting as agent for the Hawaiian government con- 
tracted with the Philadelphia Mint to for the work to be done. An Act of Congress (January 29, 1874) gave the Mint authorization to produce coins for foreign 
countries (it must be remembered that Hawaii was still a sovereign nation at this time, although American policy interests were very much on the ascendant). 


The design motifs and the motto: UA MAU KE EA O KA AINA I KA PONO (THE LIFE OF THE LAND IS PRESERVED IN RIGHTEOUSNESS), were 
provided by Spreckels to the Mints Chief Engraver Charles Barber, who then set to work. Barber, although justifiably censured by numismatists for his con- 
tentious battles with Theodore Roosevelt and Augustus Saint-Gaudens and the bland design concepts of the series of coinages that bear his name, was neverthe- 
less an engraver of considerable technical proficiency. Barber caught the likeness of the King in a most flattering light. Probably working from photographs of the 
exuberantly bewhiskered Kalakaua, Barber's efforts are indeed commendable. 


Around the King's head reads the legend, KLAKAUA I KING OF HAWAII; and below the head the date [but the hub trials in this lot, being working process 


strikes for the engravers guidance are not dated. The date would have been punched directly into the working dies]. 


The reverse designs for the coinage were simple and straightforward: all carried the motto noted above around the periphery, as well as the denominations name 
in Hawaiian. The designs varied slightly: 


The Umi Keneta [ten cents] bore the denomination 10 CENTS within a crown wreath. The Hapawalu [eighth dollar, or 12 1/2 cents], which was ultimately 
not adopted, and is known from only 20 proofs struck, [and the hub trial strikes in the current lot] bore the denomination in Hawaiian within the wreath, and 
in English around the periphery. 


The Hapaha [25 cents] and the Hapalua [50 cents] bore crowned Hawaiian Coats-of-arms, flanked by the denomination expressed either as 1/4CD or 1/2CD 
respectively flanking the shield. Finally the Akahi Dala [dollar], bore the same crowned shield but within a mantle, and again flanked by the denomination 
expressed as 1CD. It was a fairly inspired series of coins which, once the hapawalu was eliminated, corresponded precisely to United States coins circulating at 
that time. This lowered production costs, and also further included Hawaii in the American sphere of influence. 


When Barber completed the dies, they were sent to the San Francisco Mint where the entire mintage was struck between November 1883 and June 1884. A total 
of $1,000,000 face value was authorized for striking. Although it was a successful coinage, of the original mintage of 1,950,000 pieces in all denominations, 
1,323,346 were redeemed at face value and melted down after Hawaii became a United States Territory. 


The set of ten hub trials included in the current lot shine a light on an extraordinary sliver of American history, when a speculator's personal ambition and nerve 
provided King Kalakaua I with a degree of immortality, and collectors with a fabulous opportunity.

Awarded to Edward Weatherwalks 


Congressional Medal for the Conquest of Yellow Fever. A HIGHLY IMPORTANT CONGRESSIONAL GOLD MEDAL FOR THE CONQUEST OF YEL- 
LOW FEVER: CONQUEST OF YELLOW FEVER around; Hygeia standing holding caduceus in her right hand; her left resting on the shoulder of a soldier,

(Copies of Weatherwalks’ pension file, including much 
correspondence and a copy of discharge accompanies the lot.) 


Posthumously awarded in 1929 to Edward Weatherwalks "in special recognition of [his] high public service rendered and disabilities contracted in the interest of 


humanity and science as [a] voluntary subject{s] for the experimentations during the yellow fever experimentations in Cuba" [Congressional Act No. 858 (H.R. 
13060) February 28, 1929). 


YELLOW FEVER AND WALTER REED'S EXPERIMENTS: Yellow fever plagued South, Central American, and Caribbean seaports from seventeenth to the 
nineteenth centuries; nor was the United States immune: In 1793, an epidemic hit Philadelphia and the capital. The government, including Washington and Jef- 
ferson, fled while ten percent of the population perished. 


The earliest French efforts to build the Panama Canal failed largely as a result of yellow fever epidemics, and Panama became known as "the white man's grave.” 
In the late nineteenth century, Dr. Carlos Juan Finlay, had been experimenting with cures for yellow fever and was sure that the disease was transmitted by a mos- 
quito, but was unable to prove it. 


WALTER REED AND THE YELLOW FEVER COMMISSION: Walter Reed was born in Virginia in 1851, graduated from the University of Virginia, and 
received his medical degree before he was 18. He entered the U.S. Army Medical Department as Assistant Surgeon in 1875. In 1890, he began studying bacte- 
riology and soon became known as one of the leading bacteriologists in the country. In 1898, Major Reed was appointed chairman of a board to determine the 
cause of outbreaks of typhoid fever in camps where troops were assembled for the Spanish American War, subsequently proving the disease was spread largely by 
contact and not just by contaminated water. 


In 1900, when yellow fever was devastating the United States occupation troops in Cuba, Reed was appointed head of a board to study the cause. Major Reed 
and his staff began conducting experiments on human volunteers, most of who were members of the 7th Cavalry's Hospital Corps occupation troops. These 
experiments, the thought of which bring chills to us today, consisted of drawing blood from infected individuals and injecting it into volunteers; having others 
sleep for weeks in the soiled bedding and clothing of yellow fever victims; while yet others submitted to being bitten by mosquitoes which had previously bitten 
infected patients, or were suspected of having infecting other patients. The results of the experiments proved that the disease was transmitted by mosquito, and 
not a result of poor sanitation. The Army promptly destroyed much of the mosquito population and quickly brought the disease under control. As a result of the 
near eradication of yellow fever, the construction of the Panama Canal was successfully begun in 1904. 


A DEBT TO WALTER REED AND THE VOLUNTEERS: Theodore Roosevelt was keenly aware of the great service the Reed Commission and its volunteers 
(no less than eight of whom died during the experimentation). In 1906, as President, he forwarded to the Senate and House of Representatives a report on the 
experiments and wrote that it was his "earnest hope that [Congress] will take suitable action in the matter. Major Reed's part in the experiments which resulted 
in teaching us how to cope with yellow fever was such to render mankind his debtor, and this nation should in some proper fashion bear witness to this fact.” 


But Congress's acknowledgment was slow in coming and it was not until 1929, that the Congressional Medal honoring Reed, his staff, and the volunteers was 
authorized (twenty-two were struck, and an additional two were later authorized). The recipients also had their names published annually in the Army Register 
roll of honor, and were granted a generous monthly pension of $125. 


THE CONTRIBUTION OF EDWARD WEATHERWALKS: Edward Weatherwalks, was one of those men who put his life on the line in the cause of deter- 
mining the killer fever. He was born in New Jersey, in 1874. 


He enlisted in the Army on December 13, 1898 for three years, and was sent to Cuba with the 7th Army occupation forces. He volunteered to participate in 
Major Reed's yellow fever experiments while serving in the Hospital Corps. According to the annual Army Register: 


"Edward Weatherwalks, Private, Hospital Corps, Enlisted for the Spanish War and came to Cuba with the VII Army Corps. He volunteered for the experiments 
at Camp Lazear and underwent the trying ordeal of sleeping 21 nights, December 21, 1900 to January 10, 1901, on bedding which had been used by yellow 
fever patients. He wore’at night the soiled garments of the sick. As this experiment, like the other exposures to infected clothing, had no result, Weatherwalks was 
bitten on January 25, 1901 by 12 infected mosquitoes, but somehow escaped infection." Weatherwalks was subsequently discharged at Columbia Barracks, Cuba 
in December 1901, and died in 1916. 


PROVENANCE: Lucy Weatherwalks, his widow, ( with the pension of $125), along with the posthumous receipt of the Gold Medal. Lucy Weatherwalks died 
on February 27, 1952, thence by family descent to the consignor. 


CONCLUSION: The earliest recipients of the Congressional Gold medal included a small number our Founding Fathers (including George bears. et 
it has been only sparingly awarded over the centuries. The battle against Yellow Fever is one of the most evocative stories of the early twentieth century, and t . 
token of thanks given to Edward Weatherwalks by the American Congress (and by extension the American people), is not only of great rarity, but a reminder o 
one American's selfless bravery.
